Premier Sifton this morning made a statement which is 
tantamount to a denial of the rumors that a provincial elec- 
tion will be held this fall. 

“Is it the intention of your government to appeal to the 
people this fall?” was the question conveyed to the premier 
this morning. 

“The first ’'ve heard about it,” was the reply. 

If an election were to be held in the provincial constitu- 
encies upon the same date as the federal elections, it oe 
be necessary to issue the writs almost immediately. Section 
105 of the election act of 1909 provides that not more than! 
twenty and not less.than sixteen days must elapse between 
the issuance of a writ in any election and nomination day, 
and seven days between the date of nominations and the 
election.

Army Manoeuvres are 
Profitable Investment 


New Field Artillery Used for First Time on Plains of Texas— 
Officers Keep in Touch with Troops by 
Means of Wireless Telegraphy 


(international News Service)

Washington, Aug, {9.-—Major-Gen- 
eral W.1L Carter, who commanded the 
Manoeuvre division in Texas during the 
wir seare over Mexico, has returned to 
Washington and has given out a state- 


ment showing the improvements made y jz 


in the national defence as a result of 
the taobilization, 

The general thinks that the work of 
the army in ‘fexas was worth several 
lines the cost to the peopla and is 
satisfied that the future work of the 
soldiers will show the value of the in- 
vestment, 

\inong other things, Generai Carter 
rerards the achievements with the new 
means of field communication as worth 
the cost of the manoeuvre. For the 
first time field wireless apparatus was 
used, This apparatus was rigged up 
on the backs of mules and was attach- 
ed to the cavalry commands. 

By means of these instruments, Gen- 
eral Garter says, he was able to keep 
in constant touch with his cavalry or- 
ganizations regardless of the distance 
they might be from camp. Ie said that 
this new work would make it possible 
for the cavalry to always be ainder the 
direct command of the division officer, 

Modern Telegraph System 

Reels of wire were used to keep 
the infantry command in touch with 
division headquarters. Wire was. laid 
on the ground in the wake of a march- 
ing regiment or brigade of infantry, 
and then necessary telegraph instru- 
ments were attached and orders flashed 
to the offeers from the general com- 
manding, 

These reels weer fitted with a wind- 
ing device, and when it became neeces- 
sary, all the signal corps men had to 
do owas to toueh a spring and the 
wire would recoil.

Another innovation of the army work, 
outlined by General Carter, was the 
use of automobiles as a substitute for 
the old and cumbersome horse and 
mule equipage of an army in the fleld. 
It was found that many of the heavy 
mule wagons could be dispensed wilh. 
The automobiles were used extensively 
in Texas for hospital and commissary 
purposes, In allo marches where 
smooth roads were covered, — the 
motor cars were found infinitely more 
valuable than the animal  equipage, 
Much of the heavy luggage was. left 
behind entirely.
